Nixon to release funds for schools 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Nixon administration 
will release $507 million of impounded funds for school 
districts with heavy concentrations of children from 
government workers families, the Department of Health 
Education and Welfare{HEW) announced today. 
An Administration spokesman said the so-called 
“ impact aid“ money would be released to thousands of 
school districts soon, but he provided no further details. 
He said a statement on the status of the school funds was 
being prepared by HEW and would be made available 
later today. 
The aid is considered especially important to 
communities near major Defense Department bases 


where service families often outnumber the native 
residents. 
The impact aid is available for the children of both 
service families and civilians employed by the services, 
whether or not they live on the base. 
The Nixon administration had repeated a proposal 
made by every president since Harry S. Truman to 
eliminate impact aid to school districts located near 
federal installations. 
The proposal has consistently 
proved unpopular with Congress. 
The aid is divided into two categories — payments for 
maintenance and operation of schools with children 
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whose parents both live and work on federal property 
and payments to schools for educating children whose 
parents work on federal property but live in the local 
community. 
It is the latter category that President Nixon wants to 
eliminate immediately. 


During the bookkeeping year ending last June 30 three 
suburban Washington D.C. schools districts received 
more than $26 million under the second category. They 
are Montgomery County, Md. $6 million, Prince Georges 
County, Md., $9.5 million, and Fairfax County, Va., $10.7 
million. 


The administration s proposed fiscal year 1974 budget 
proposes that impact aid lor schools with parents living 
and working on federal property be included in the 
special education revenue sharing bill proposed recently 
to Congress. 
However, the question of whether the withheld impact 
aid funds would be made available for the current scnool 
year was undecided as a result of the Congressional 
decision to finance this aid under a continuing resolution. 
.HEW Secretary Caspar W. Weinberger said recently, 
That is a fundamental question that deals with your 
authority under a continuing resolution and we are now 
in deliberation on that issue.

flying laboratory killed 16 persons, 
including an eight-man space science 
team, when the two craft plunged

VICKSBURG, Miss. (UPI) - The 
flooding Mississippi River crested 
at its highest level in 35 years at this 
Delta port Thursday and Gov. Bill 
Waller appealed to the White House 
for disaster loans for hard-hit 
farmers. 
The nation’s longest river, spilling 
out of rain-swollen banks over 17 
million 
acres 
from 
Iowa 
to 
Louisiana for the past two weeks, 
rose to 50.4 feet at Vicksburg—more 
than seven feet above flood stage. 
The National Weather Service said 
the water would begin a gradual 
decline today. 
Farmers waited impatiently for 
the water to recede so they could get 
to their delayed planting. Upriver in 
Tennessee and Missouri officials 
warned refugees not to return to 
their homes yet because the water 
still was high enough to flood again 
if it rains. 
The U. S. Corps of Engineers in 


the Memphis district said Thursday 
that 
tentative 
flood 
damage 
estimates for six states totaled $21 
million. 
Mississippi 
officials 
however, had estimated damage in 
that state alone at $100 million. 
Waller said in his telegram to the 
White House that “ millions of acres 
of farm land has been flooded, 
ruining 
some 
1972 
crops 
and 
preventing the planting of 1973 
crops.” He said about 530,000 acres 
of fartn land remained under water. 
The governor, following an aerial 
inspection of flooded areas with 
State Game and Fish Commission 
director Avery Wood, said flooding 
had created a “critical situation” 
for the state’s wildlife. 
He urged citizens to join in an 
effort to protect the animals. 
Agricultural experts said the 
cotton 
planting 
situation 
in 
Mississippi was critical in many 
parts of tne state, but not hopeless. 


U.S., Arabs moving 
toward confrontation 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The 
United States and the Arab states 
led by Egypt may be moving toward 
a confrontation in the U.N. Security 
Council today over the charges that 
the United States was involved in 
the Israeli raid into the heart of 
Beirut. 
Thursday night, the United States 
called the charges the “ Big Lie” 
technique 
and 
asked 
Arab 
governments to combat it. Today, 
en route to New York, Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Mohammea El 
Zayyat said in Rome under direct 
questioning about the Arab guerrilla 
charges of U.S. involvement: 


“ We don’t know. But what is 
certain is that American weapons 
continue to be supplied to that 
government of murderers (Israel).” 


He condemned what he called 
Israel’s use of “ assassination as a 
systematic policy method.” 
Zayyat passed through Rome on 
his way to New York for the 
Security Council debate on Israel’s 
raid into Lebanon. He was expected 
to arrive too late for today’s session 
and probably will make a major 
address to tne Council on Saturday 
or Monday. 
Another hint of Chinese policy in 
the forthcoming debate came from 
the official New China News Agency 
which carried a commentary today 
condemning “ another new crime 
committed frantically by the Israeli 
aggressors” 
and 
blaming the 
“ superpowers” 
without 
naming 
them for supplying money, arms 
and technical specialists in the form 
of emigrants to Israel. 
Indians reject another 
plan to disarm them 


PINE RIDGE, S.D. (UPI) - 
Indians occupying Wounded Knee 
for six weeks rejected Thursday a 
government proposal designed to 
disarm the insurgents Saturday 
morning. 
The government also faced a new 
problem Thursday when a group of 
irate citizens,” who said they were 
original Indian residents of the 
hamlet, set up their own roadblock 
on the main road leading to 
Wounded Knee. 
The new roadblock, which was 
located 
beyond 
the 
perimeter 
established by U.S. marshals and 
FBI agents around Wounded Knee, 


was installed, according to a 
spokesman for the residents, so the 
Justice Department would talk to 
them in addition to speaking to the 
militants. 


In other action Thursday, Clyde 
Bellecourt, an American Indian 
Movement (AIM) leader who helped 
in the Wounded Knee takeover Feb. 
22, surrendered to the federal 
magistrate at Rapid City, S.D. 
Bellecourt was released on $2,500 
bond and was scheduled to appear 
Monday in U.S. District Court in 
Pierre, S.D., to face charges in 
connection with the takeover.

The Navy 
said Malibert was “ thrown clear. 
He was taken to a hospital where his 
condition was reported as “ very 
serious.” 
No golfers were hurt, but several 
had to run for safety. 
Mark Tryforos, 25, a bartender 
who saw the crash, said one brave 
golfer ran up to one of the cockpits 
and tried to smash in a window with 
a golf club in an effort to rescue the 
pilot. 
He 
said 
several 
small 
explosions forced the golfer away. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said the $2.5 
million Convair carried a crew of 
three along with eight scientists and 
technicians. The Navy said there 
were six men including Malibert 
aboard the Orion. 
The Navy set up a Board of 
Inquiry, and one officer said the 
flight recorders of both planes were 
recovered but were 
“ slightly 
damaged.” 
Ralph Bryant, Los Altos, said the 
NASA jet “ settled on the Orion’s 
tail. Both then nosed up and then 
went onto their tails onto the golf 
course.” 
NASA said the Convair named 
“The Galileo” had just completed a 
lV2-hour flight during which the 
scientists conducted an “ earth 
resources-related experiment.” The 
Orion, according to the Navy, was 
returning from a routine patrol. 
The crash occurred on Moffett 
Field’s 40th anniversary, and a 
spokesman said it was the “ worst 
tragedy in the history” of the big 
field. 
A sailor and a Marine who helped 
fight the blaze on the golf course 
suffered minor injuries. One woman 
spectator suffered a heart attack 
but was reported in fair condition at 
a 
hospital.

received treatment for hysteria.

Miguel ito project bogged 
down in committee 


Efforts to gain federal funding for 
improvement of Miguelito Channel, 
west of Lompoc, remained bogged 
down in congressional committee 
today despite personal appeals by 
Rep. Charles M. Teague and two 
Lompoc officials. 
Teague accompanied Lompoc City 
Councilman Sol Lefkowitz and Max 
Wilson, 
president 
of Lompoc 
Resource Conservation District in 
an appearance Wednesday before 
the Subcommittee on Agriculture 
and Environmental and Consumer 
Protection of the Appropriations 
Committee in Washington. 


Wilson and Lefkowitz have been in 
the forefront of local efforts to 
secure federal funding to improve 
and enlarge the drainage channel 
that runs on the west border of the 
city of Lompoc. 


Neither official could be reached 
for comment since their appearance 
before the committee. 


An aide to Teague, Bob Whelan, 
however, told tne Record the 
proposal for federal funding was 
still up in the air. “ Even after all 
these years,” he said, “ it seems 
some more persuasion is needed.” 


He said there also has been some 
buck passing on the question 
between various committees And 
the U.S. Soil Conservation Service. 


Whelan said the Miguelito project 
has suffered because of its low cost 
benefit ratio which he estimated at 
one to one, or one dollar of value for 
each dollar spent on the project. 
However, he said the project might 
still succeed because of the factor of 
danger posed by the open channel. 
Residents in the area of the facility 
have petitioned for years for 
government to abate the hazard. 
Demos hope to pass tough controls 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House 
Democrats hope to pass a set of 
tough price-interest-rent controls 
that President Nixon will be forced 
to accept or lose his economic 
control powers entirely. 
The Democrats face a tight 
deadline. 
Their chances of passing the 
bill—with rollbacks of all prices and 
most interest rates to March 16 
levels and rents to Jan. 10—were 
considered no better than a tossup in 
the short time remaining before 
Congress takes its Easter recess 
beginning next Thursday. 
the House will not return from 
that recess until April 30, the day 
Nixon’s discretionary wage-price 
control powers expire. 
Next Tuesday is Passover, when 
no votes are taken in the House, so 
that leaves only Monday and 
Wednesday for Democrats to go 
through this cumbersome process: 
dispose 
of 
all 
debate 
and 
amendments and pass the bill, go to 
a conference committee to iron out 
differences with the Senate-passed 
bill, and then bring the conference 
report back to both houses for 
approval. 
Republicans and a small group of 
Democrats, 
hoping 
to take 
advantage of the pressure of time, 
will attempt to gain approval of a 
simple 
one-year 
extension 
of 
Nixon’s 
present 
powers, 
as 
requested by the administration. 


Whatever the final bill, Nixon 
must either accept it or veto it and 
lose all his powers before Congress 
could return and pass something 
new. 


Democratic 
leaders 
on 
Wednesday had decided to abandon 
the strong bill and go simply for a 
60-day extension, but later changed 
their minds under pressure from 
Rep. Wright Patman, D-Tex., and 
other Banking Committee mem­ 
bers. 


The compromise bill, worked out 
by Democrats in a series of 
meetings over 24 hours, would place 
all prices and most interest rates 
under a ceiling at rates no higher 
than they were on March 16. In the 
few cases where prices have fallen 
since Phase II controls were lifted 
Jan. 10, prices would be allowed to 
rise to their highest level under 
Phase II controls. 


Nixon would be given 60 days to 
devise a system of further rollbacks 
and could allow price increases if he 
could explain them to Congress.

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Helping parolee 


A somewhat disturbing communication between a 
state parole office and a convicted felon has come to 
light. 
The letter, addressed to an inmate of a state prison 
seeking an early parole, is signed by a parole worlcer in 
Eureka and approved by a supervising agent. 
The prisoner is the son of a wealthy middle west 
family. While a student at Stanford he became involved 
with narcotics. Although he had no prior criminal record 
he was convicted of multiple offenses including the sale 
of narcotics. He was sentenced to six months to life. 
His parole release has been scheduled for December 
but pressure apparently is being attempted to secure an 
earlier date. 
In his behalf the state parole office apparently has 
worked up a plan termed “College as a Parole Plan.” 
They are seeking to assist him in enrolling in Humboldt 
State College. 
A basic rule of parole generally has been that a parolee 
would be prohibited from resuming the associations 
which led to his trouble. So. returning this person to 
college would seem to violate that concept. 
However, if going back to school is really the right 
answer the question is why a tax supported school? 
Before his conviction he was enrolled in a private school. 
Further, why should it be a California school? Why, as 
Senator H.L. Richardson has asked, wouldn’t it make 
better sense to grant him an out of state parole and 
return him to his parents so that they, not the public, 
would be required to further his education. 
“This,” 
said 
Richardson,” 
would 
provide 
the 
community based rehabilitation” which is a goal of the 
parole program. 
Richardson’s questions also indicate that the present 
effort to place the offender in Humboldt State College 
involves the use of the OEO program intended to benefit 
those who are disadvantaged and in need of financial 
assistance. 
The Senator questions the propriety of subjecting 
Humboldt State College students to a parolee who has 
been involved in peddling narcotics. 
The whole idea of using the state colleges as a part of 
prison rehabilitation bears some examination. “College 
as a Parole Plan” may have its merits but there are 
some grave questions involved in emptying the prisons 
upon tne campuses. College students seem to be having 
enough trouble avoiding getting into trouble without 
being exposed to the inherent dangers of association with 
those who have already served time. 
The chatty letter of the Parole agency also raises some 
question. 
Thanking the prisoner for his continued interest in 
paroling to Humboldt County, the parole agency writer 
explains that the lumber industry is the main 
employment of the area. Stating the peak hiring is in the 
early summer, it is suggested that an early parole would 
help in finding a job anapreparing for school in the fall. 
The letter reads like a chamber of commerce 
production. 
“The 
beaches

In fact there is 
one stretch close by that is alleged to be the largest 
concentration of dunes on the west coast. And, on top of 
all this beautiful scenery, there are good people around, 
also!”

Courts may decide 
executive privilege 


WASHINGTON (U PI) —Congress has before it today 
three proposals that would shift the struggle between the 
legislative branch and the President over executive 
privilege to the courts. 
The proposals, which varied in detail, were made 
Thursday 
by 
consumer 
advocate 
Ralph 
Nader, 
constitutional law scholar Raoul Berger, and Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., at hearings on executive privilege 
held jointly by three Senate subcommittees. 
The doctrine of executive privilege — which presidents 
have used to withhold information or testimony from Con­ 
gress—is the subject of current controversy because 
President Nixon has invoked it to bar White House Counsel 
John W. Dean III from testifying in the Senate Watergate 
investigation. 
Attorney General Richard G. Kleindienst added fuel to 
the controversy this week when he said the President has 
the power, if he chooses to exercise it, to forbid 
congressional testimony by any of the 2.5 million employes 
in the executive branch.

No indication of retaliation 


BEIRUT (UPI) — Despite calls for 
revenge by mourners in Middle East 
capitals, Arab leaders gave no firm 
indication today of what retaliation, if any, 
they plan against Israel for its commando 
raid into Beirut. 
In the only sign of official reaction, 
Egypt indicated that it wants to punish 
Israel by expelling it from the United 
Nations. 
Calls for revenge came Thursday in 
Beirut, Cairo and other Arab capitals as 
tens of thousands of mourners demon­ 
strated or attended the funerals of Kamal 
Nasser, Mohammed Yussef Najjr and 
Kamal Adwan, three guerrilla leaders 
slain Tuesday by Israeli commandos who 


invaded a Beirut suburb and shot the men 
in their apartment homes. 
About 100,000 persons marched through 
Beirut, where the funerals took place, with 
thousands more attending “ symbolic” 
funerals in Cairo, Damascus, Baghdad, 
Alexandria and Kuwait. 
The Cairo demonstration turned into a 
show of anti-Americanism with shouts of 
“ Arabs, 
sweep 
away 
and 
destroy 
American interests.” But there was no 
violence. 
An official Egyptian statement said 
Foreign Minister Mohammed Hassan El- 
Zayyat would go to New York to take part 
in the U.N. Security Council’s debate on 
the Israeli attack. 


Reagan favors child care bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. Ronald 
Reagan says he will support a 845.2 million 
bill to finance child care centers in 
California next year if federal funds are 
cutoff. 
But the governor criticized Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti for introducing the 
legislation, saying it “weakened” Califor­ 
nia’s position in trying to convince the 
Nixon administration that federal support 
should not be withdrawn. 
' 
“I wish he hadn’t done that,” said 
Reagan Thursday in a brief interview with 


reporters 
after Moretti offered 
the 
Assembly his bill. 
The urgency measure (AB1244) would 
keep alive the child care centers if the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare makes good on its effort to cut 
back aid July 1. The Moretti bill would use 
state budget surplus funds to finance the 
centers at their current level. 
“ We’d be a little foolish if we passed a 
bill right now and say we are going to fund 
them right on through,” Reagan told a 
group of students. 


Assembly passes pension bill 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The Assembly 
has narrowly passed a bill stretching 
eligibility requirements for the legislative 
pension system to give two one-time 
assemblymen 
lucrative 
retirement 
benefits. 


The measure (AB357) by Assemblyman 
Raymond T. Seeley, R-Blythe, was sent to 
the Senate on a minimum 41-21 vote 
Thursday. 


It was requested by J. Ward Casey, a 
former assemblyman and retired Brawley 
rancher who lives in Seeley’s district, ana 
also would affect ex-Assemblyman Arthur 
Conolly Jr. of San Francisco. 
Both men served less than six years in 
the Assembly during the 1950s when six 
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years was the minimum required to qualify 
for a pension. 
Assembly approval of the bill came after 
a private squabble between Seeley and 
Assemblyman Bob Wilson, D-La Mesa, 
chairman of the Retirement Committee. 
Wilson contended 
it would 
set a 
precedent that could lead to former 
teachers collecting millions of dollars 
worth of pension benefits, and privately 
lobbyed fellow legislators on the floor. 
Seeley became irate and unsuccessfully 
urged Wilson to make his arguments in 
public. He said Wilson’s reasoning was 
falacious. 
“This is a legitimate bill,” Seeley said. 
“ It was hard to find anybody with the guts 
to carry it.”

U.S. planes continue attack 


PHNOM PENH (U PI) — U.S. warplanes, hammering 
Communist targets for the 37th consecutive day, struck the 
outskirts of a provincial capital today where military 
sources said Communist gunners were shelling the city 
with captured American artillery. 
Heavy air raids on Takeo. 55 miles south of Phnom Penh 
followed intelligence reports that Communist troops would 
attack a provincial capital or Phnom Penh itself in celebra­ 
tion of today’s Buddhist New Year. 
There were no initial reports of a Communist thrust on 
Phnom Penh, although the Cambodian command said U.S. 
B52s struck within nine miles of the capital Thursday night 
in a drive to silence Communist gunners pounding 
government positions outside suburban Takhmau. 
Military spokesmen said at least 13 persons were 
wounded in the shelling of Takeo. They said heavy ground 
fighting was raging around the city but had no immediate 
reports of casualties. 
The spokesmen said Communists shelling Takeo, and 


using U.S. 105mm howitzers captured from government 
troops, fired at least 52 rounds at the city Thursday night 
and early today 
Continuing fierce fighting was reported Thursday on six 
fronts around Phnom Penh and military sources said 
Communist troops who choked off the capital's six major 
supply routes over the past three weeks do not appear to be 
scaling down their operations 


For the second consecutive day, U.S. Air Force C130 
Hercules transport planes flew thousands of gallons of fuel 
and oil into the capital over the Communist blockade for 
use by the Cambodian air force. 


But diplomatic sources said the government could not 
hope to fulfill its pressing petroleum needs with an airlift. 
The fuel shortage was described as critical and has caused 
serious problems with the city's water supply because 
Phnom Penh's water pumps are operated by fuel-driven 
electric generators.

In the step-up dining room are 
oeautiful crystal and hand painted 
dishes.

Lompoc climate is ideal for 
growing 
the beautiful tuberous 
begonia. It can be planted now in 
pots and-or hanging baskets. They 
can go out of doors this month in 
prepared beds in a shaded and 
protected area. The blooming period 
should be June through October. If 
preper care is given, the tubers will 
produce beautiful blooms for many 
years. 
If tubers are to be planted in a 
container, plan to put two or three in 
each pot or hanging basket. This will 
give a full container of blooms and 
foliage. 
The same mixture of soil is 
needed 
for 
containers 
as 
for 
prepared beds out of doors. Use a 
ight mixture of soil with ample 
nimus. Ask your nurseryman for 
proper 
soil 
mix. 
For outdoor 
planting the humus can be provided 
by mixing manure and peat moss. 
Soil should be kept moist but not 
wet. When foliage is established, 
water approximately twice a week, 
if needed. 


When buds begin to form, give 
plants first feeding of any complete 
plant food. A soluble or liquid fish 
emulsion is recommended. 
“Good luck with your begonias”, 
isays Gene (Mrs. Walter) Holmdahl 
who offers this advice. “Start them 


now so you can display their 
beautiful blooms at the Alpha Club 
flower Show June 23-24.” Mrs. 
Holmdahl is 1973 flower show 
chairman.

In Greek legend Orpheus played 
so exquisitely upon a lyre presented 
by Apollo that he charmed all 
nature. After death his lyre, carried 
to heaven, was placed among the 
stars as a constellation. 
This is the classic origin of the 
name The Orpheus Trio which 
appeared Tuesiday 
night before 
Community Concerts. Although the 
program of chamber music did not 
bring out a large audience, it was an 
excellent concert. It was received so 
enthusiastically that some members 
could not restrain their applause 
between 
movements 
of 
longer 
compositions. 
Each artist. Paula Robison, flute; 
Scott Nickrenz, viola; and Heidi 
Lehwalder, harp; is a soloist in his 
own right. They also play as an 
integrated ensemble which shows 
their years of playing together. The 
interesting tone contrast with the 
flute taking the soprano part often 
played on the violin, showed off the 
viola *to greater advantage than 
usual.

C 
minor 
by 
vrcuige rnuupp leiemann tor tlute, 
viola and continuo for cembalo, 
opened the program. Since cembalo 
is Italian for harpsichord it is 
assumed this was a transcription or 
an excellent realization of a figured 
bass by the harpist. The entire 
composition was most affectively 
played in the best of style and really 
took one out of the 20th century and 
into an 18th century Baroque music 
salon. 
Alessandro Rolla, a teacher of 
Paganini, was presented with “Duo 
Concertante”. The usual violin part 
was played by the flute. It was well 
played by these fine artists and, as 
mentioned before, the contrasting 
tonal coloring showed off the viola 
extremely well. Miss Robison’s 
flute tone was usually sweet and 
clear but in this work especially, the 
middle register sometimes became 
breathy. It became most evident in 
loud passages and runs sometimes 
became indistinct. It seemed to be 
caused by “overblowing” or using 
too much air. This did not damage 
the total effect. 
Bach wrote six suites for cello 
including “Suite in D minor” played 
by Nickrenz on the viola. It snowed 
Bach’s great skill as a master of 
writing for a one string instrument 
alone and the soloists effectiveness 
at being “on his own” . Bach and the 
viola both proved exciting and 
musically relevant in the capable 
hands of this artist.

Conqs hot, but Braves hotter

The track and field championship 
of the Northern League won’t be 
decided for sure until the 28th of this 
month at the league meet, but the 
Lompoc Braves all but put a lock on 
the crown yesterday by upsetting 
Cabrillo, 65-53, in the final league 
dual meet of the season.

The Braves upset the dope sheets 
in the 440 relay, quarter mile, long 
jump, high jump and low hurdles, 
then celebrated by diving into a pile 
of cakes, cookies and assorted 
oodies baked up for the celebration 
y the girls track team. 
Apparently the girls knew more 
than the local experts about how the 
meet would turn out. 
The 
big 
turning 
point, 
both 
coaches agreed, was the 440 relay, 
the third running event of the meet. 
The two teams were running neck- 
and-neck as they made the final 
baton pass. 
But the Cabrillo runners mis-timed 
the handoff, stumbled, and lost 
about 10 yards. Lompoc anchorman 
Paul Lewis glided home with a huge 


lead. Pedro Pascua, Craig Biggs, 
Dave Farnum, and Lewis combined 
for a 44.7, their best of the year by 
nearly half a second. 
Going into the 180 yard low 
hurdles, the Conqs still had a chance 
to win the meet. Cabrillo’s Roland 
Soloman won, as expected. Cabrillo 
was also supposed to take a second 
place here, but Lompoc’s Valentino 
Theodore hadn’t read the dope 
sheet. He zipped home ir^ second 
place.

There were other Lompoc heroes.

Vito Pascua 
took the pole vault, and the team of 
Terry Jackson, Costa, Skip Chestnut 
and Gilmore won the mile relay 
easily. Chestnut got an important 
second in the quarter mile. 
“Our guys performed better than 
expected in almost every event,” 
said a happy Lompoc coach, Bob 
Caouette, after the meet. 


Cabrillo coach Buck Crosby stood 
and watched the meet slip away. 
‘‘When you’ve only got three points 
(predicted winning margin) to play 
around with, you just don’t play 
around.”

Desert team makes big offer 
Will Gabe jump to Las Vegas? 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. 
(UPI) - 
Quarterback 
Roman 
Gabriel, 
unhappy because the Los Angeles 
Rams won’t trade him to the 
Washington Redskins, was reported 
today to be dickering with a very 
minor league football team called 
the Las Vegas Casinos. 
Gabriel’s attorney, Ed Masry, 
insisted the negotiations with the 
Casinos of the Southwest Football 
League for a reported $100,000 were 
serious but there were indications it 
might be another ploy in Gabriel’s 
attempt to be traded. 


The Casinos are scheduled to open 
the brief summer season at home on 
June 31 against the Santa Maria 
Hawks. They also are scheduled to 
play the Denver Colts before the 
season ends Aug. 24. 


Gabriel, who has been angry with 
the Rams since they acquired John 


Hadl from San Diego, was not 
available 
for comment on the 
reported 
negotiations 
with. the 
Casinos, who play an eight-game 
season in the 15,000-seat Las Vegas 
Stadium. 
The Casinos averaged only 3,500 to 
4,000 fans last season but finished 
first in their division. 
Masry said the Las Vegas team 
had deposited $100,000 in a Las 
Vegas bank as part payment for 
future services and that the total 
could reach $150,000 for the eight 
games. 
However, 
George 
King, 
the 
Casinos’ publicist, said “the $100,000 
arrangement 
is 
a 
term 
note 
contingent on the advance sale of 
tickets. 
’’There 
are 
a 
lot 
of 
unresolved things,“ he said. 
Gabriel has two years remaining 
on a no-cut contract with the Rams 
and that contract presumably would 


be violated if he signed with the 
Casinos. 
Rams 
General 
Manager 
Don 
Klosterman said the club would 
have no comment at this time, but 
added that he might have something 
to say if Gabriel actually did sign 
with the Las Vegas team. 
Masry acknowledged that “the 
deal with Vegas is contingent on the 
legal aspects” but he insisted that 
Gabriel is ready to join the Casinos 
for two reasons: 
—He doesn’t feel the Rams are 
making a serious effort to trade him 
and he nas no intention of playing for 
Los Angeles next season. 
—If he doesn’t play for another 
National Football League team next 
season he could possibly pick up as 
much as $150,000 for a snort 
summer’s work. 
But it could cost him a lot more. 
An NFL spokesman cited a clause 
in the league constitution which 
conceivably could bar Gabriel from 
future play in the league. 
“No player under contract to a 
club in the NFL shall be permitted 
to participate in any football game 
for or against any team, group or 
organization outside 
the league 
except in games officially approved 
and sanctioned by the NFL,” the 
constitution clause reads. 


Gabriel, who suffered through a 
collapsed lung and a tendinitis- 
plagued elbow on his throwing arm 
last season, presumably would be 
signed for the drawing power of his 
name if the deal does go through. 
The Casinos are owned by a radio 
station owner, two dealers at a Las 
Vegas casino and eight other men 
who put up $1,000 each to form the 
club.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Nobody in the whole place was 
more turned on than George Foreman. 
He was actually glowing. 
The last time he had an expression like that on his face 
was this past Jan 22, and that was the night he went from 
ham and eggs to pie in the sky in less than five minutes by 
decking Joe Frazier a half dozen times before finishing him 
off with a technical knockout. 
But George Foreman was the one who was knocked out 
this time. 
He was kayoed twice Thursday in Madison Square Gar­ 
den s Felt Forum, first by short, chunky Eric Swanson of 
Tacoma, Wash., and then by Toni Marie Chillemi, a delight­ 
ful little young lady from Naples, Fla., and George 
Foreman ate up the whole thing, he really loved it. 
“ Look at that! ” declared the world heavyweight champ, 
shaking his head in pure disbelief while concentrating on 
the way young Swanson performed an exceptionally dif­ 
ficult backflip only a few feet away on the Forum’s canvas- 
covered floor. 
“ This is what it’s all about,’’ said George Foreman, 
watching blind, 
retarded Eric Swanson execute his 
backflips. 
“ You know I’ve come out sometime before saying the 
American system is a system you can not knock. People sav 
‘be quiet! ’ Why? Look at these kids. They’re all colors, all 
creeds, and they’re involved in the cleanest thing there is, 
sports. There’s no life without sports. You look at these kids 
and what they’re doing, and it makes you proud of the 
American system.” 
Eric Swanson, 24, and little Toni Marie Chillemi, 12, both 
have participated the “ Special Olympics” for retarded 
youngsters. 
They performed their special acts in the Ringling 
Brothers, Barnum and Bailey Circus Thursday, and before 
that they put on a brief exhibition for such sports figures as 
former Olympic decathlon champion Rafer Johnson; NBA 
President Walter Kennedy; Wayne Embry, vice president 
of the Milwaukee Bucks; former Brooklyn Dodgers’ pitcher 
Carl Erskine; pro footballers Ray Shawkey, Bill Curry, 
Ron Johnson and Bob Hyland, and Foreman, all of whom 
are deeply involved with the “ Special Olympics” supported 
for the most part by the Joseph P. Kennedy Jr., 
Foundation. 
When Eric Swanson finished tumbling, his dad, Carl 
Swanson, brought him over to meet George Foreman. 
“ My name is Eric Swanson and I’m blind,” said the 
voung man, holding out his right hand after his father told 
him the world heavyweight champion was standing before 
him and wished to meet him. 
“ It’s a pleasure to meet you,” said George Foreman. “ I 
watched you, and thought you were wonderful, simply 
incredible.” 
Eric Swanson beamed. 
“ See my gold medal,” he said, holding it in his left hand. 
“ I won it in the Special Olympics.” ’ 
“ It’s very nice,” said Foreman. “ I won one like that in 
the Olympics, too.” 
George Foreman came clear across the country from 
Hayward, Calif., to be on hand for Thursday’s get-together. 
Nobody hit him over the head and told him he had to come. 
Nobody offered him any money to come. He simply came 
because he wanted to. 
“ I’ve been associated with the ‘Special Olympics’ for two 
years,” he said. “ I enjoy being associated with it because 
this is what life is all about. 1 don’t make a lot of public 
appearances, and I don’t go on any of those talk shows 
because I’m not interested in them. I’ve been invited on all 
of ‘em, but I only accept things like this because that’s what 
I’m at ease doing.” 
Now it was time for Toni Marie Chillemi to perform her 
special ballet. Her father serves as the golf pro at Golden 
Gate Country Club in Naples, and her mother brought her 
here Thursday. 
“ Toni Marie and these other children like her have to 
work 10 or 15 times as hard as other children to do things 
they do,” her mother said. “ But she thoroughly enjoys 
pleasing people. What she’s doing now is projecting love. 
She’s beautiful.” 
George Foreman apparently thought so, too. 
He applauded vigorously after Toni Marie finished her 
ballet and acrobatic act. 
“ You see things like that,” said George Foreman, “ and it 
makes you feel good all over. ’ ’

School board choices 


Voters of the Lompoc Unified School 
District go to the polls Tuesday to elect 
two members of the five-person governing 
body. 
The election is of prime importance to 
all who are concerned with education. 
The Lompoc Unified School District can 
adequately be described as a massive 
operation. The district operates on a 
budget of near $13 million. The financial 
aspect of such an operation is enough to 
shudder the ordinary mortal’s mind. The 
complexities of State and Federal funding, 
enrollment declines, teacher demands and 
varied other money problems make it easy 
to understand that members of the 
governing board must be exceptional 
people. 


In 
addition 
to 
the 
financial 
responsibilities of the governing board, the 
awesome responsibility of educational 
program and philosophy is equally added. 
Over the past many years, educational 
concepts nave changed — new math, 
unstructured classrooms, personnel units, 
computer sciences, reading techniques. As 
the years continue, more ideas will be 
offered and more changes will occur. 
It is our opinion that one of the greatest 
weaknesses of the Lompoc Unified School 
District Board of Trustees over the past 
several years has been their almost 
complete dependence and approval of

administrative desires. It is a tail wagging 
the dog situation. 
Seeking answers to difficult questions 
from a single source does not meet with 
our approval. We believe a school trustee 
must be inquisitive in a broad sense in 
order to be knowledgeable about the 
educational needs of the people. Trustees 
must evaluate answers from varied 
sources, exchange meaningful dialogue in 
front of the people and 
then act 
independently of others. It has been a long 
time since school board audiences have 
heard 
hard, 
meaningful 
educational 
philosophy discussed by school trustees. It 
has been a long time since audiences have 
heard board members seek evaluation of 
educational programs. 
We strongly recommend the election of 
trustees who can devote the 
time 
n ecessary 
to 
shoulder 
their 
responsibilities. We look toward the 
election of trustees who will force better, 
open communication. We urge the election 
of trustees who can develop sensible 
priorities in face of financial conditions 
and of trustees who will openly represent 
the 
people 
and 
not 
solely 
the 
administration. 
It is our firm opinion that the two can be 
chosen from four of the 10 candidates in 
the race, 
namely, 
Evan Brossman, 
Richard Jacoby, Edward Kranz and Gail 
Steiger.. 


Food policy urgent 


Washington, —There is some 
misconception of what old King 
Canute was up to when he sat on the 
shore and ordered the tide to stay 
back. Under no illusion himself, he 
was demonstrating to his foolish 
sycophantic courtiers that he could 
not control the forces of nature. A 
parallel 
may exist here 
with 
President Nixon's attempt to hold 
back prices against what many of 
his own courtiers believe are the 
inexorable laws of supply and 
demand. 
As the battle of 
the beefsteak rages 
on, grumbling can 
be heard in the 
White 
House 
directed 
at 
Secretary 
of the 
Treasury and gen­ 
eral commander of 
domestic 
affairs 
George P. Schultz. 
The kindest thing: said about him is 
that he is an ideologue with his feet 
stuck in concrete. 
Whether Shultz was personally 
responsible for the incredible folly 
of abondoning the Phase 2 controls, 
which were working fairly well, for 
the charade of Phase 3 no one will 
say. But the onus falls heavily on the 
commander who now confronts the 
rising tide of protests, boycotts and 
a demand in Congress for a rollback 
of prices to tne level of early 
January. 
Observers with close contacts 
with consumers feel that neither the 
boycott nor the freeze on food prices 
will substantially lower the total the 
housewife pays at the checkout 
counter. The latest 2.2 percent jump 
in wholesale prices makes the retail 
climb inevitable for several months 
ahead. And the most-disturbing 
aspect of that jump was the way in 
which 
prices 
of 
industrial 
commodities nearly kept pace with 
the consumer rise. 
One of the ablest consumer 
advisers, Mrs. Esther Peterson, a 
former assistant secretary of labor, 
in talking to housewives finds an 
awareness 
that 
government 
tinkering with prices is not enough. 
As one of her audience put it 
recently: 
‘T m a Republican and 1 don't like 
to think thai it’s Mr. Nixon’s fault 
that we’re paying $2 a pound for 
steak and $1.50 a pound for 
hamburger. Isn’t there something 
wrong with our food policy?” 
A great many people are asking 
whether the present food policy is 


not 
a 
completely 
outmoded 
carryover from the scarcity concept 
of the ’30s. That was when, under 
the new deal program to raise the 
level of farm income, millions of 
acres were taken out of production 
and farmers — not a few in the 
large-scale agribusiness — were 
getting government checks to keep 
their land idle. 
After delaying for more than 
seven 
months 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture Earl Butz finally began 
to reverse this scarcity program. 
But far more must be done to put 
idle land back into production. At 
least 50,000,000 acres can become 
productive again if government 
moves quickly. Given the great 
facilities of mechanized agriculture 
in this country, the problems of food 
at home and abroad could be 
manageable. 
The boycott has served at least to 
bring into sharp perspective the 
urgent need for a new national food 
policy. Last year the chairman of 
the 
American 
Meat 
Institute, 
Clifton B. Cox, who is also president 
of Armour Food, in his annual 
report pointed to the 41‘Feast or 
famine” 
character of livestock 
production and marketing resulting 
m inefficiency and start-and-stop 
operations 
contributing 
to 
unemployment and higher prices. 


4‘We need a national policy to 
stabilize the production of an ample 
supply of meat for consumers,” Cox 
said. 
He 
laid 
down 
sev eral 
prescriptions for a new policy. Most 
important was the stabilization of 
food drains with a government- 
sponsored storage and insurance 
program to level off the peaks and 
valleys in the supply of wnat is the 
raw material of meat production. It 
takes eight pounds of grain to 
produce one pound of beef. 
Agriculture 
is 
the most-vital 
element in the American economy. 
If the full force of productivity on 
the farms is unleashed, exports of 
wheat, feed grains and soy beans 
can go a long way to offset the 
deteriorating trade balance in the 
next decade. The red-ink side of the 
trade ledger will be augmented by 
1980 with a deficit in the cost of 
imported oil of up to $17 billion a 
year. One estimate is that the 
abundance of the farms as geared to 
full production could offset at least 
half of this. 
The 
hard-working 
American 
farmer 
with 
the 
superior 
mechanization at his command can 
do a lot to pull us out of the trade 
slump. But government must be an 
active partner if this is to come 
about.

Meat boycott 


WASHINGTON — The nationwide 
consumer meat boycott drive may 
become a landmark event in the 
history of the consumer movement. 
Although the designated week for a 
maximum effort was April 1-8, the 
boycott’s effect on the future 
outlook 
and 
organization 
of 
consumers 
could 
be 
its 
most 
significant contribution. 
First and foremost, it arose out of 
a series of rapidly spreading and 
spontaneous outrages over meat 
prices in cities and towns around the 
country. 
Although 
joined 
by 
established consumer groups, it was 
an eruption of largely unorganized 
housewives who became organized 
and adept at getting their message 
to a wider public m a very short 
time. As one of the leaders in the 
Louisville, Ky., area put it, she had 
never done anything like this before 
but she was learning fast. 
Lesson one, then, to the consumer 
movement is that ad hoc consumer 
rebellions can be organized and 
loosely linked into a national force 
simply out of a 
sincere and 
widespread feeling by buyers that 
“they ve had enough.” They may 
not be permanent organizations but 
they can have an indelible impact. 
Second, the meat boycott has had 
a discernible, immediate effect on 
lowering meat prices around the 
country. In the Los Angeles area, 
su p erm ark et 
spokesm en 
acknowledged they were reducing 
prices in response to the furor. 
Nationally, 
price 
indices 
were 
reported to be declining. This may 
be a tactical retreat but more likely 
it represents a breaking of the 


upward price momentum and a 
little more self-restraint on pricing 
by elements in the meat marketing 
system. 
Lesson 
two 
is 
that 
consumers 
can 
see 
some 
measurable 
effect 
in 
the 
marketplace for their vigorous 
objections. 
Third, the meat boycott has 
contributed to a political as well as 
economic consciousness to many 
consumers. The era of the kneejerk 
reaction in the supermarket may be 
over but the focus on politicians 
may just be starting. Irate letters 
pouring into Congress and the White 
House these days are registering on 
the antennae of the elected ones. 
They are saying directly: “Do 
something.” Long accustomed to 
general railings against inflation, 
the politicians are not accustomed 
to the focused consumer demand to 
act specifically and quickly. It must 
be a refreshing new experience for 
some of them. Lesson three is that 
consumers are learning that if 
business is misusing Washington, 
they have got to start using 
Washington. 
Fourth, the meat boycott has been 
an important learning process for 
its leaders and adherents. The 
techniques 
or 
organizing, 
motivating 
and 
communicating 
strategies 
of 
action 
are 
not 
forgotten once experienced. A whole 
new corp of consumer activists is 
developing at the grass roots in local 
communities throughout the nation. 
In the world of consumers, this is 
where it counts and where it 
reverberates to state and national 
capitol 
corridors 
as 
well 
as 


corporate executive suites. These 
spontaneous meat boycott groups 
can now grab the opportunity to 
form 
themselves 
into 
more 
permanent 
and 
wideranging 
consumer action groups with Doth 
fulltime and volunteer workers. 
For example, the thousands of 
families who patronize a large 
shopping center can fund, with a 
contribution of a few dollars per 
family per year, their own fulltimes 
advocates to represent their specific 
complaints as well as their longer 
range interests toward the stores 
and their suppliers in that shopping 
area. Helped by volunteers tnese 
advocates — such as lawyers or 
economists 
— 
would 
save 
consumers many times their annual 
dues and work for a greater 
bargaining power for consumers 
nationally. 
In addition, during these few 
weeks of the great American meat 
uprising, consumers became more 
conscious of how to buy more 
astutely. They learned more about 
the different sources of protein, 
apart from red meat, the way to 
obtain the cheaper cuts of meat 
without sacrificing nutrition and 
other 
buying 
advice on 
the 
preparation of meals. 
Lesson four is that a few hours of 
thinking and action by consumers 
can pay economic, political and 
psychological 
dividends.
